Included among these stations are 
KVTN-25, KVTH-26, and KVTU-48 in 
Arkansas — the latter two have flash- 
cut to digital; KVTN has been 
operating a DTV facility on channel 
24 for several years. 


Also, WSBE-36 Providence, RI — 
unscheduled, after a serious analog 


transmitter failure. And WHMB-40 
Indianapolis -— that one was 
scheduled. 


In Pennsylvania, WOLF-56 Hazleton 
and WSWB-38 Scranton. WLVT-39 
Allentown is to be off at noon on 
January 30". Finally, in Kansas City, 
KCWE-29 is also off. 


Finally, all the analog stations in 


Hawaii went off on January 15". 
The transmitter site on Maui had lost 
its lease and had to be dismantled 
before spring to avoid harming 
endangered birds. A new site was 
built elsewhere on the island for 
digital, but the stations felt there was 
no point in building analog 
transmitters at that site. | guess they 
decided that would also be a good 
time to shut down the rest of the 
analogs... 


Well, after 67 years, analog TV has 
pretty much reached the end of 
the line in the United States. 
Ostensibly, full-power analog 
broadcasts were to end this month. 


But for better or worse, it seems 
analog TV isn't going to go away. 


We'll start with the “Analog 
Nightlight” program. Also known as 
the “Short-term Analog Flash and 
Emergency Readiness Act” (SAFER 
Act), this program will allow some 
analog stations to remain on the air 


until March 19", but only to 
broadcast information about the DTV 
transition, and emergency 
information. 


This bill has passed both houses of 
Congress and been signed by 
outgoing President Bush. The FCC 


has adopted regulations _—_to 
implement the program; they're 
calling it the “Analog Nightlight” 
program. 


The initial FCC proposal contained a 
list of 310 stations initially eligible to 
participate. Apparently it was felt that 
wasn't nearly enough stations to 
provide reasonable coverage. A 
new list (which will appear elsewhere 
in this VUD) contains 826 stations. 
These stations may participate by 
simply filing a Legal Special 
Temporary Authority request with the 
FCC. (this is done through a secure 
section of the FCC website.) 


Stations not on the list may request 
authority to participate by filing an 
Engineering STA by February 3™. 
They'll need to show they won't 
interfere with post-transition DTV 
operation — which they may be able 
to do by operating their post- 
February 17” nightlight analog 


operation at reduced power. 


No station is required to participate. 
However, the Commission does 
“strongly encourage all eligible 
stations to participate in the 
provision of a nightlight service...”. 
They also “...urge any station not 
listed ... to consider and determine 
whether it can_ participate in 
providing analog nightlight service by 
demonstrating that it will not cause 
harmful interference...” 


It should be noted that some listed 
eligible stations have already shut 
down their analog facilities. For 
example, fourteen stations in Hawaii 
are listed as eligible — but all the 
analog stations in Hawaii went off 
the air on January 15". (two of the 
listed eligible stations are on Maui, 
where environmental considerations 
required the transmitting towers be 
dismantled before March. Ironically, 
one Honolulu station has informed 
the FCC they're’ interested in 
nightlight operation...) 


My gut feeling is that participation 
will be by no means universal. It's 
expensive to operate a transmitter, 
and nobody has budgeted to do so. 
If the economy was_ booming, 
stations might have extra money to 
handle this — but of course, the 
economy is not booming. 


But read on... 


The whole nightlight program could 
well become a moot point. 


Some consumer organizations have 
been complaining that viewers are 
not ready for the analog shutdown. 
They have got the ears of some 
leading members of Congress, and 
of incoming President Obama. 
Proposals have been floated to 
DELAY THE DTV TRANSITION BY 
6-12 MONTHS. As of deadline none 
of these have reached the point of 
passing a bill in Congress. Of 
course, they'll have to move quickly. 
| strongly suspect they will act; my 
gut feeling is that we will continue to 
have many _ full-power analog 
stations on the air through August. 
(one more Es season...) 


Since nothing formal has appeared 


yet, the terms are not known. If they 
simply suspend the mandatory 
analog shutdown, | would again 
expect many stations not to 
participate. | Under existing FCC 
regulations, a station may leave the 
air for up to a year by simply 
notifying the Commission of their 
decision. After a year, the station's 
license must be revoked — but if that 
applies only to the analog license, 
then presumably the station wouldn't 
care. (and after all, their digital 
station is still on the air...) 


Of course, as mentioned above with 
regard to the nightlight program, 
quite a few analog stations have 
already left the air. My gut feeling is 
that those stations whose analog 
facilities must be dismantled in order 
to implement full-power digital 
operation will proceed with their 
conversion and will not leave their 
analog signal on the air past the 17". 


OK, enough for this will-we-or- 
won't-we-go-digital stuff... Here's 
another weird one: 


As you probably know, the lon (Pax) 
stations are running four 
subchannels on their DTV signals. 
You may or may not be aware that 
under current regulations, cable 
systems are only required to carry 
one subchannel of any DTV station. 


lon has come up with a truly creative 
way of getting a second channel of 
must-carry. Now, to see if it works...: 


A new company, Urban Television 
LLC, has been created. lon owns 
49% of Urban. Urban has filed for 
permits for 42 new DTV stations — 
one using the facilities of each lon 
station. The Urban station on any 
given channel and the lon station on 
the same channel would share time, 
as provided by FCC _ regulation 
73.1705(a). 


Now, normally “sharing time” means 
each of two or more stations on a 
channel operates for several hours a 
day, then signs off and hands over 
the channel to another station. 


(in practice, there's usually only one 
transmitter, with two or more 
licensees sharing use of that 
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transmitter) 


For example, AM stations WRLL and 
WCEV share use of 1450KHz at 
Cicero, Illinois. WRLL operates from 
11pm to 2pm weekdays and Sunday 
nights, and 9:30 Saturday night to 
6:00 Sunday morning. WCEV uses 
the remaining hours. 


Urban/lon's plans are radically 
different. 

In digital television, what is 
transmitted is a stream of short data 
packets. Each packet may 


represent part of the picture, part of 
the sound, or part of the “metadata” - 
virtual channel table, “text ID’, 
program guide, etc... When multiple 
subchannels are broadcast, each 
data packet is associated with one 
subchannel. 

Only one data packet can be 
broadcast at a time. 


So maybe you see where we're 
going here? Yes, it looks like what 
lon/Urban have in mind is to share 
time in units not of hours, but of 188- 
byte transport stream packets. 
(each of which lasts a tiny fraction of 
a second...) The lon station and the 
Urban station would be continuously 
switching back and forth in their use 
of the channel -— _ completely 
transparently to the viewer. 


Each station is entitled to designate 
a “primary” subchannel which may 
elect must-carry protection on cable. 
The lon station would be one station 
— the Urban station would have a 
different license — the theory is that 
both can elect a subchannel to be 
guaranteed carriage. 


It's certainly an interesting idea. 
lon/Pax has tossed strange ideas at 
the FCC before, asking permission 
to move their analog operations from 
existing out-of-core channels to their 
new in-core DTV assignments, and 
then flash-cut to digital. That would, 
for example, have left them with an 
analog channel 12 facility in the 
Washington, DC market for several 
years. The FCC didn't buy that one. 


Since I'm sharing my gut feelings all 
over this month's column, I'll tell you 


my gut feeling is the FCC won't buy 
this one either. But this month, 
stranger things have happened.....

FCC Begins Granting Power Increase Requests for Test Purposes 
From Radioworld 
by Leslie Stimson, 12.18.2008 


The FCC has begun granting permission to organizations for further increased 
FM IBOC power testing. 


On the Radio World Webinar "What to Watch for in 2009" yesterday, both 
Milford Smith of Greater Media and Mike Starling of NPR said their companies 
have further tests planned. 


Smith later told me WKLB(FM) in Boston has experimental authority to operate 
its digital power at up to minus 10 dB (from the current —20 dB below analog 
carrier up to —10 dB). 


"I'm optimistic we are going to find a middle ground,” he said, referring to 
differences between the testing of the major, mostly commercial radio groups 
who petitioned the FCC for the change and that of NPR Labs regarding the 
proposed voluntary digital power increase of up to 10 dB. The increase, Smitty 
said, needs to be enough of an improvement to solve most of the issues we've 
got now — having digital coverage match the analog. 


Talks are ongoing among the broadcast groups that initially asked the FCC to 
approve a voluntary increase, and iBiquity, NAB, the FCC and NPR, according to 
Starling and Smith. 


"The faster we get to an industry consensus the better. The FCC would love a 
red-ribbon package on their doorstep with a solution,” said Smith. 


Starling said NPR plans additional testing with Minnesota Public Radio and also 
two NPR-member stations. "We know we've got to solve this indoor coverage 
shortfall. An unhappy listener is a failed transition." Maybe a controlled increase 
at a compromise level, coupled with other options is the answer, he indicated. 


NPR Labs wants to look at single-frequency networks and asymmetrical digital 
sidebands. 

Perhaps a station with a first-adjacent neighbor only raises the digital sideband 
without a neighbor station, is the theory. All parties may have a solution by 
spring/summer timeframe, they said.

The largest upgrade to my FM-DX equipment 
since Oct 1979 occurred with the acquisition of 
the Sony XDR-F1HD tuner (my "review" at 
http://www.gsl.net/wadiyx/sony-rev.htm). Its 
fabulous selectivity and overload/intermod 
resistance is mitigated by the loss of all RDS Pl 
info. The latest consensus is that there is likely 
no easy modification to enable any recovery of 
that data. It's ironic that I'd just discovered a 
minor mod to the Conrad RDS Manager serial 
cable that finally enabled me to run more- 
sophisticated software to display the fields 
(including Pl) on machines newer/faster than my 
ancient 1992 386-SX-16! This lack of Pl codes 
probably caused me much more Internet 
searching time in having to track down local 
addresses for advertisements, etc. - so a definite 
step backwards. 

Now to the June DX. The tropo to the Texas 
panhandle early in the month had not been 
observed in a very long time. The highlight of the 
month was the Jun 15th event where the Es MUF 
reached at at least Ch 7 here (only as CCI to our 
local KFLZ-7, which in October became KFLZ- 
CA-6). Locals on Ch 8 (KLRN-DT), Ch 9 (KLRN), 
Ch 10 (KBNB-LP), Ch 11 (KMHZ-LP), and Ch 12 
(KSAT) pretty well obscured any evidence of Es 
there.

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ANALOG NIGHTLIGHT INITIAL ELIGIBILITY LIST 


Here's a list of the stations that have been found initially eligible to participate in the ‘analog 
nightlight” program. Stations on this list may continue to operate in analog until March 19' 
upon notification to the FCC. They are not required to do so. Some stations on this list are 
known to have already shut down their analog operations and are very unlikely to return them 
to the air! Additional stations not on this list may request nightlight authority. Nightlight 
authority limits analog programming to information about the DTV transition and emergency 
messages. 


This whole program could end up being pre-empted by a proposal to delay the February 17" 
analog shutdown. 


Stations that may be short-spaced to another DTV operation are marked with an *. 

Stations in boldface have already expressed interest in “nightlight” operation. 

Stations marked with a # are believed to have signed off analog early. These markings are 
not complete.

DTV COUPON PROGRAM OUT OF CASH

WASHINGTON - The Feb. 17 transition from analog 
to digital television broadcasts looms and as many 
as 8 million households are still unprepared, but the 
government program that subsidizes crucial TV 
converter boxes is about to run out of money. 


People who still rely on analog TV sets to pick up 
over-the-air signals — whether it is through rabbit- 
ear aerials on TVs or antennas on the roof — will 
see their screens go dark when the changeover 
happens. To avoid that, those people have to switch 
to cable or satellite TV, buy a television set with a 
digital tuner or buy a converter box that can translate 
digital signals from the airwaves into analog. 


To subsidize the converter boxes, most of which cost 
between $40 and $80, the government has been 
letting consumers request up to two $40 coupons 
per home. But any day now, the National 
Telecommunications and Information Administration 
(NTIA), the arm of the Commerce Department in 
charge of administering the coupon program, 
expects to hit a $1.34 billion funding ceiling set by 
Congress. 


Now the NTIA is warning that unless lawmakers step 
in quickly with more funding or new accounting rules, 
it will have to create a waiting list for coupon 
requests. That would mean it could send out 
additional coupons only as unredeemed ones expire, 
freeing up more money for the program. 


In other words, if Congress doesn't act soon, 
consumers who apply for coupons in the final weeks 
leading up to the digital transition might not get them 
in time. 


"If the government invests in just a few million TV 
converter boxes, which is a drop in the bucket of the 
enormous amount of money being spent on the 
stimulus package, it would do more good to keep alll 
households connected," said Gene Kimmelman, vice 
president for federal policy at Consumers Union. 


Under the rules set by Congress, which mandated 
the digital TV switch to free up more room in the 
wireless spectrum, the NTIA cannot commit more 
than $1.34 billion at any time to cover the cost of the 
coupons. That pool includes coupons that have 
already been redeemed; unexpired coupons that 
have been mailed out but not yet redeemed; and 
coupons that have been requested but not yet 
mailed out. 


The NTIA estimates the funding cap, which excludes 
administrative expenses, is enough to cover 51.5 
million coupons through March 31, which is the last 
day consumers can request them. 

But consumers had already requested 44.9 million 
coupons as of Wednesday, including 18 million that 
had been redeemed and 10.8 million that were in 
circulation but yet to be cashed in. That leaves just 
$68.2 million for additional coupon 


THE DTV TRANSITION 


FROM BOB COOPER’S SATFACTS JANUARY 2009 


February 17, 2009: A day living in infamy 


Give or take perhaps 50, on February 17th some 1,800 ‘full license’ TV transmitters serving more 
than 300 million people in just over 100 million households are scheduled to shut-off their 10,000 to 
5,000,000 watt VHF and UHF transmitters. The day was selected to fall after that annual super-hype 
day called 'Super Bowl Sunday' (February 1 in Tampa, Florida) - an event which traditionally attracts 
more viewers to more television sets than any other single annual day in US history. 


The premise: 'Analogue is past-tense, dead, gone; digital is the future, here, now’. 


The reality: Television as we all now know it was first introduced in the UK (London) in 1936; July 1, 
1940 in the USA. Over the decades analogue has progressed from the original 341 scanning lines to 
525 (USA; 625 Europe) to a Japanese system offering more than 1,100 lines. Each increase in 
scanning lines (improved definition of the image) has required a companion increase in transmission 
bandwidth (6 MHz in USA, 7 or 8 in Europe + Australia and New Zealand) and television - as a user 
of bandwidth - was always under pressure from a multitude of other services each requiring their own 
spectrum space. 


Higher and higher definition was (as the Japanese first demonstrated successfully more than two 
decades ago) possible, perhaps even desirable, but the spectrum -consumption required was never 
seriously on the table. 


Television appeared at a time when transmission and reception technology was hampered by a 
critical lack of experience using frequencies above 100 megacycles. Even with 341 line scanning, a 
single television station (channel) required around 4 megacycles (today we call them megahertz) of 
‘space’. Moreover, the only spectrum segment meeting the demands of television existed between 40 
and 100 megacycles. By 1945 this would be refined to ‘between 54 and 100 megacycles' although 
some experimentation was also occurring in the 160 megacycle region. Simultaneously, the number 
of scanning lines had evolved (to 405 lines in the UK and the minimum ‘bandwidth or spectrum space 
required for a TV channel had become 5 in the UK). And looming on the horizon by 1945 was the 
promise of colour TV - which in its 1945-1952 format required up to 12 megacycles of space for a 
single TV channel. 


Fortunately, WW2 research had rapidly escalated ‘critical knowledge’ and whereas 100 megacycles 
seemed difficult to achieve by 1940, 1,000 seemed possible (although daunting) by 1948. And this 
opened the doorway for the rapid expansion of television, world-wide. But it also did something else; 
with first millions, then hundreds of millions and ultimately billions of receivers pushed into the planet's 
viewing locations, it froze the technology at a level which (with minor, non-essential improvements) 
actually was last current in approximately 1955. Fifty-plus years of 'static technology’ simply ran 
counter to the balance of the world's changes in the same half-century. 


The digital logic 


Digital would be the answer and for the creators of consumer and commercial television equipment 
(both the transmission and reception sides) and it would be like "having all of your Christmases come 
at once"; a global-wide dump of every analogue device on the planet over perhaps a ten year period 
of time. 


Digital, with roots in computing and the web, certainly does seem like an attractive replacement 
although the present level of digital-television is not yet mature. In history, this would be the 
equivalent of where analogue was in perhaps 1965 (by then the original problems relating to 
analogue colour had been solved and spectrum use of the UHF or Ultra High band was coming 
together). In other words, we have not yet experienced all that digital will ultimately be capable of 
doing and it has one major advantage over analogue; once the analogue technical standards were 
adopted, that pretty much froze the parameters whereas digital is 'self healing’ and with some minor 
limitations progress in the form of new software will keep the improvements coming for a decade or 
longer. 
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Digital required a triple-sell to happen. First there were the consumers who needed some reason to 
replace existing analogue equipment. Flat screen, large display, HD to the rescue with the promise of 
‘new, extra channels’ tossed in for good measure. Second there was the telecasting industry at its 
many various levels (networks, individual stations, advertising creators, programme creators). When 
the transition to digital began, commercial station activity was at an all-time revenue high and there 
was the added incentive that once digital the stations could opt to transmit several separate 
programmes simultaneously; twice or thrice the opportunity to sell commercial time! A relatively easy 
sell in the late 90s. Finally there was government, perhaps the easiest sell of all. Digital's transition 
would require a total revamping of which station operated within the various frequency bands 
available and at the end of that tunnel government would be handed back whole blocks of channels 
which could then be recycled (sold) to new users. 


In North America from the mid-50s onward television chewed up 54-88, 174-216 and 470-890 
megacycles/ megahertz; 492 of 1,000 between 0 and 1,000. Police, fire, public safety, local 
government, aircraft, remote sensing, mobile telephones and every other new technology user that 
developed from the 50s onward was squeezed into a small segment of what remained - after the US 
Military had grabbed 225-420 for their own. It was, indeed, time for a change (television would when 
the digital transition was complete, lose approximately 50% of their original analogue assignment 
space leaving on an area by area geographic basis approximately 250 'unused' megahertz to be sold 
by government). It was 'win-win-win' for all three. Sort of. 


Those 15 percent 'non-conformists' 


The 'average' US dollar monthly cable bill pushes $70 (NZ$119, Au$101) while satellite is typically 
ten percent cheaper. But lost in the numbers is the incredible 'choice' of packages. With 300-400-500 
channels available, the sellers have almost unlimited opportunity (and pressure) to 'mix and match’ 
channel groups in typically $5 and $10 increments to expand a 'basic service’ package. 


The US minimum wage presently is $6.55 per hour (or $2.13 per hour if the job involves ‘tips’ which 
would effect workers at restaurants). That works out of NZ$11.17 per hour or Au$9.47 (where the 
minimum wage is Au$14.31 per hour - equals NZ$16.89 which goes a long way towards explaining 
why so many Kiwis end up in Australia). Why do we care? 


Eventually consumers weigh the cost of TV - whether cable or satellite - against their own wage 
packet. In each of the three countries: 


1/ USA - cable equals 10.7 hours pay 
2/ Australia - Foxtel equals 5.9 hours of pay 
3/ New Zealand - Sky equals 6.2 hours of pay 


and obviously the USA viewers are being stung the hardest. And for not less than 15 percent of US 
homes, 10.7 hours of (minimum wage) work - at the local K-Mart for example - is simply too much to 
pay. So they have no cable, no satellite. They have antennas. And they have old fashioned analogue- 
only TV sets. This is the group which the US Congress attempted to "help" by allocating US$1.5 
billion to be awarded in $40 coupons - to be used at the local retail store where for US$50 or so 
(Some - not many - are in fact $40) they could pick up a STB that promised to deliver digital in and 
analogue out to their old fashioned TV set. 


Run the numbers at $40 per government coupon; it works out to more than 37,000,000 STBs - surely 
enough to deal with 15,000,000 homes? 


The $40 coupon effort involved going to a web site (that of course assumed the little old lady in 
suburban Chicago [1] has a PC, [2] has web service, [3] could navigate through the frankly ‘complex’ 
set of questions requiring answers). Many people did - you could ask for two coupons as easily as not 
(this writer did using a totally fictitious address in Hawaii and another one in California) and 
immediately in my case there were four less coupons available in the pool. 


Back to the $1.5 billion dollar give-away legislation. The fine print said you, once you filed for your 
‘free coupon’, had 90 days to use it. Using it involves going to a retail store, selecting a STB, paying 
the difference (if any) and handing in the coupon. By some form of magic the store turned your 
coupon into $40 cash at their bank. Alas, if you did not do this within 90 days, your coupon 'ran out’. It 
was no longer valid (which both of my sets were - the Hawaii fictitious address set of course never

reached me and possession of the actual printed coupons was a part of what was required when you 
go STB shopping). 


But the legislation only authorized $1.5 billion in coupons to be issued and sure enough, along about 
December (2008) they reached the magic number of 37 million-plus coupons issued. Being the US 
treasury, when they considered the $1.5 billion ‘had been spent - no more coupons were issued. As | 
write these words over 400,000 people are on a waiting list - waiting until one of the coupons issued 
and NOT used (such as my four) goes past 90 days and then someone on the ‘waiting list' will receive 
their own coupon. 


Seems pretty straight forward but now we have politics entering the scene. The entire scheme - and it 
was a'scheme' - was the result of the George W. Bush White House period; a Republican plan to 
transition those 15% of homes who refused to conform to cable or satellite. And it was administered - 
sort of but not very well - by a Republican majority at the FCC - the Federal Communications 
Commission. But hey - in November there was a new president-elect (Barak Obama) and his 
Democratic-Party majority had a new way of reviewing the Bush legacy; including the transition to 
digital TV. 


"We recommend a postponement of the February 17th date" said the incoming Obama team. 


Never mind that for two years the public has been told "February 17th is THE date". Never mind that 
even before the early January bombshell statement several hundred of the TV stations had already 
switched off their analogue transmitters after modifying their transmission equipment. Never mind that 
under Bush TV stations were allowed ONLY to transmit on their existing analogue channel AFTER 
February 17th an 'announcement' advising people to "go get digital". 


The TV channels. All but a tiny handful of TV stations making the analogue to digital switch were 
changing channels; such as channel 2 (54-60 MHz) to channel 35 - a UHF channel. In fact, based 
upon common knowledge the WORST place to be with digital was going to be the so-called ‘low 
band' channels (2-6; the original 54-88 MHz bandwidths). Why? Noise and interference for a starter. 
These channels, once the BEST place to be (for analogue) were now the WORST place to be (for 
digital). Nationwide, fewer than 50 stations would restart in digital on ‘low band' (today in analogue, 
nearly 300 stations operate there). 


For virtually every TV station, 1,800 plus in all, digital has meant a brand new transmitter, a new to- 
channel transmission antenna and a year or two or three of operating 'in parallel’ - analogue still 
functional while a temporary transmit antenna usually side mounted on their analogue transmission 
tower was pumping out at reduced power levels a sort of 'test digital service’. Back in September, TV 
stations began the transition seriously; in Wilmington, North Carolina, all (six) TV channels switched 
off their analogue and began full-time digital. In Nebraska, the entire state-wide network of 
educational TV (PBS) channels did likewise. There is - has been - will be - extraordinary costs 
associated with the switch. New hardware, and at the last minute for many, bringing in a professional 
tower crew to demount their existing analogue (channel) transmit antennas and replace them with the 
new digital (channel) antennas. February with ice, snow and storms is not exactly the best time of 
year to be climbing 2,000 foot towers and replacing antenna systems. 


But the Obama incoming group sees a political opportunity here - to make Bush and the Republicans 
look bad (again). So they have pending legislation in Congress to cancel February 17th - for who 
knows how long - despite the fact hundreds of stations cannot continue to operate in analogue 
anyhow - they will or are already missing important analogue hardware. It is the classic example of 
"politics rules - common sense does not". 


The Republicans of course, anxious to save face in an area virtually nobody seems to properly 
understand, have rebounded with their own legislative proposal; 'increase the $1.5 billion allocation 
for STB coupons and cancel the 90 day use-or-lose condition attached to each one issued’. 


It is a mess as only Americans could create. Millions, tens of millions, of messages have appeared in 
print, as 'crawls' across the bottom of TV screens, as special 30 and 60 minute 'FYI' (for your 
information) TV shows to explain February 17th to a largely yawning public that in 85% of the homes 
could care less; they are not affected and they know this. 


Stay tuned - February 17th is a month away and given their propensity to screw up even a simple 
concept, the last days of analogue TV in the USA may not be settled yet. 


At 
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Weren't we supposed to get some sporadic-E (“E,”) just after the Solstice? 
Typically, we do. But this year, what little E; we saw was meager and anemic, 
indeed. Here in Memphis, | got a few fun openings into 10 meters (28 MHz), but 
the MUF would only peak into 6 meters briefly. So, don’t be looking for loggings 
in this month’s contribution. 

Despite the poor conditions, there is some VHF/UHF fun to be had. 
Recently, the International Space Station (“ISS”) has become active on amateur 
radio again after a long absence. ISS has a dual-band Kenwood radio on-board, 
typically running at 5 Watts (see below). During a close pass, that little power 
can be quite strong, indeed, often showing as full-scale on a modest FM station — 
even a mobile installation. 

Over the past weeks, a few hams here in my area have worked some 
packet data through the Space Station. But now, we are told, the ISS is back 
into cross-band FM mode. 

Think of the ISS as a very high, very fast-moving repeater. In the cross- 
band mode the Station has been using in January, ISS receives on 2 meter VHF, 
and retransmits on UHF (the 70 cm band). In this configuration, hams working 
through the Space Station, transmit on 145.99 MHz with a PL tone of 67.0 Hz. If 
you are successful in making it through, you will hear yourself return on 437.80 
MHz, complete with “feedback” if the receive radio’s audio is too high (which | 
learned the hard way). Bear in mind, Doppler shift may move these frequencies 
up or down slightly, depending on the movement of the Space Station relative to 
you; so be ready to experiment. Such a shift can often move the ISS’s signal 
completely out of your receiver’s pass-band, as | have witnessed. 

Remember, ISS passes can be quite short — at just a few minutes. But, 
when the geometry is right, you can exchange contacts with stations several 
hundred miles away. Keep it short, however. ISS passes are followed closely by 
enthusiasts, so there will be competition to use the Station. Contacts usually are 
simply call signs and grid squares. You may want to include a name, as long as 
you don’t drone on too long. Doing so will make your very unpopular. Ona 
recent pass, | was lucky enough to get through the crowd, and heard myself 
return, but was unable to complete a contact with another operator. 

On North American passes during school hours, it is not unusual to hear 
the ISS Crew talking to schoolchildren. Those are fun listen to, although they are 
fairly scripted. School contacts are simplex on VHF only. Listen on 145.80 FM. 

The word is that ISS will be changing its crossband configuration again, 
perhaps with a UHF input and VHF output. I'll try to keep you informed.
